deals with non-resident dumping

The Grayling City Council unani- 
mously passed an amendment to the 
city’s trash ordinance last week that 
officially makes it a crime for cily 
non-residents to leave garbage ala 
city business or residence for pick- 
up. 

The City of Grayling has a con- 
tract with Wasie Management for 
curbside refuse pick-up. During 
recent contract renegotiations with 
the company, concerns were aired 
that non-resident dumping has been 
increasing the cily’s trash volume. 

In response, the city council

voted 3-0 last Monday to amend the 
city’s trash ordinance to include the 
following: “It shall be unlawful for 
any person, whether on his own 
behalf or acting for another  per- 
son(s) or entity, and who is not a 
resident of the City of Grayling, to 
leave trash at any business or resi- 
dence in the City for pickup unless 
previously authorized by the City 
Manager in writing. No resident of 
the City of Grayling shall permit a 
non-resident person or entity to 
leave trash at his/her curbside for 
pickup without the prior written 
authorization of the City Manager.” 

According to the trash ordinance 
document, violations of the ordi- 
nance are considered “civil infrac- 
tions” and “each occurrence” is 
“punishabie by a $100 fine.” 

The amendment takes effect 10 
days after publication, City 
Manager Allen Lowe said.

State education report card misleading

In a report recently released by 
the federal government, Michigan 
appeared at the bottom of the list of 
States that were succeeding in their 
educational goals. 

State Superintendent Tom 
Watkins said the reason Michigan is 
at the bottom is because there are no 
uniform standards across the nation 
and each state is judged according to 
the standards it sets for itself, Since 
Michigan has set the standards very 
high, it has a lower rate of success in 
reaching that standard than do other 
states with lower standards. 

As an example - suppose 150 
children of the same age and ability 
are separated into four groups and a

Currently the formula used in 
Michigan to rate schools as making 
adequate yearly progress, thus being 
rated as succeeding, is under revi- 
sion. This revision will take into 
account the fact that schools are 
making progress, but haven't yet 


Haug was visibly upset when she 
was told of the problems between 
Frederic kids and Grayling kids 
both on the buses and in school.

New equipment enhances patient comfort at OMH 


Patients getting pictures of their 
internal organs will do so with more 
comfort thanks to new equipment 
available at Otsego Memorial 
Hospital, 

An upgraded. Gamma Camera, 
manufactured by Philips Medical 
Systems Adac Laboratory, arrived at 
the OMH Nuclear Medicine 
Department, a division — of 
Radiology, in June. 

Like the equipment that preceded 
it, the new Gamma Camera takes 
pictures of bones, hearts, lungs, liv- 
ers, kidneys and more. But unlike 
the former equipment, the Gamina 
Camera utilizes two cameras simul- 
taneously to take pictures of the 
human body. 

“With our previous equipment, 
one camera would take a photo on 
the front and back of the body sepa- 
rately,” said Russ Pensyl, Certified 
Nuclear Medicine Technologist at 
Otsego Memorial Hospital. “What 
used to be a 45 minute procedure 


patients who experience claustro- 
phobia will be able to tolerate a pro- 
cedure with this new machine.” 

In addition to patient comfort and 
more efficient technology, the new 
device also has clinical benefits for 
physicians. 

“The camera produces a more 
well-defined image, and doctors can 
assess the size of any abnormality 
with it,” said Tom Hamilton, appli- 
cations specialist with Philips 
Medical Systems. 

The Gamma Camera retails for 
over $1,000,000 and is primarily 
used for cardiac studies. It lakes 
pictures in intervals around the 
heart, then produces a 3D image, 
which doctors can took at to deter- 
mine whether arteries are blocked. 
The camera can also detect bone 
cancer, blood clots, fractures and 
more, 

Said Hamilton, “We can assess 
any organ that controls a physiolog- 
ical function of the body.”

“One-third of the average 
American’s meals are consumed 
oulside the home.

Reichard said so far he is 
impressed with the local food ser- 
vice industry.

Although the PILT (payment in 


licu of taxes) for Michigan’s Ist 


Congressional District was raised 
from $1,504,462 last) year to 
$1,523,306 this year, Crawford 
County was one of three counties in 
the district that saw a decrease in 
funds. 

PILT provides federal money to 
replace property tax revenues that 


would otherwise flow to local gov- 
ernments from tax-exempt federal- 


ly-owned tand, 

Crawford County received $833 
less than the previous year which is 
approximately a 3 percent decrease. 
PILT funds are reduced whenever a 
county makes more money on tim- 
ber sales and mineral leases than 
they did the previous year. PILT 
funds go into the county general 
fund and in part are used to help 
provide police protection.

Trophy fish — they can be kept and released

Ed Walicki, who spends summers 
on the banks of the AuSable River, 
has developed a unique way to both 
keep a trophy fish and allow it to 
continue to swin free and provide 
thrills for other anglers. He owns 
Match-the-Catch, Jogated in Novi, 
which does custom carving of fish 
you've caughl 

He asks for pictures and accurate 
measurements of the fish, or i there 
wasi’t a camera handy when the 
fish was caught, a detiuled deserip- 
tion must be provided. Walicki 
does offer an inexpensive Field Kit 
which contains a disposable cam- 
cra, a piece of while plastic to place 
the fish on for pickures, a measuring 
tape, a pencil and a form to fill in 
measurements. The kit also con- 
tains a plastic bottle, which can be 
used to collect water from the 
stream where your trophy was 
caught. This water, which helped to 
produce the fish, is used in the cus- 
tom blended paint used to finish the 
trophy. 

Some people bring a piece of 
wood from the spot where they 
caught the fish so the model of the 
fish can be mounted on something 
from the location where it was 
caught.

Before the carving — process 
begins, Walicki asks how you want 
the trophy mounted - swimming, 
jumping, etc. - and whether the 
carving will be mounted on a wall 
or free-standing. 

The model begins either as a 
piece of urethane or wood (bass- 
wood is most common but he hits 
carved them from maple and birch), 
Urethane is used for larger fish 
carvings where weight can become 
a concern. Smaller fish carvings 
that inctude a Jot of detail are usual- 
ly carved from basswood. 

According to Walicki, the paint- 
ing process may take longer than 
the carving. The paints are water 
based acrylics and are custom 
blended for each carving. Once the 
painting is finished the fish is then 
mounted in the habitat selected, and 
your trophy comes home to you, 
looking exactly like the fish you 
released to be caught another day. 

Walicki’s interest in fish started 
naturally because his family always 
had aquariums in the house and he 
used to watch the fish. As a young- 
ster he decided he wanted to be a 
taxidermist and sent away for every 
mail-order taxidermy course he 
could find.

Ordinance No.7-9-02 of 2002 


AN ORDINANCE GRANTING A 
NON-EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISE 
TO USE LOCAL PUBLIC WAYS 
AND TRANSACT LOCAL ELEC- 
TRIC BUSINESS IN THE TOWN- 
SHIP. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS 
ORDAINS: 


_1. Grant of Non- 
Exclusive Right. 


Section _1. 


A. Term. The Township of Lovells 
“Grantor” or “Township”) grants to 
Great Lakes Energy Cooperative 
(“Grantee”), and its successors 
and assigns subject to the terms 
and conditions set forth below, the 
non-exclusive right, power and 
authority to install, maintain and 
operate overhead and under- 
ground electric Jines, poles and 
services (hereinafter “Electric 
System") on, along, across and 
under the highways, — slreets, 
alleys, bridges and other public 
places, and to operate a local elec- 
tric public utility business in the 
Township (hereinafter “Public 
Ways”) or Grantee may produce, 
iransmil, sell and distribute elec- 
tricity into and through the 
Township and may conduct all 
ollie? fatters incidental therete., 
Grantee is also given the authority 
to operate a local electric business 
within the boundaries of the 
Township for a period of five (5) 
years and continuing thereafter 
unless and until revoked or termi- 
nated by one of the parties pur- 
suant to Section 8 hereunder. 


B. Expansion of System. After first 
obtaining approval from Grantor of 
the route and placement of the 
Electric System components, 
which approval shall not be unrea- 
sonably withheld, Grantee may 
expand its use of the Public Ways 
by constructing and maintaining its 
own towers, masts, poles, cross- 
arms, guys, braces, feeders, trans- 
mission and distribution wires, 
transformers and other electric 
apptiances. Any expansion of the 
Electric System by the Grantee as 
approved by the Grantor shall be 
subject to all terms and conditions 
of this Ordinance. 


C. Location in Public Ways. To the 
maximum extent possible, Grantee 
shall use existing utility facilities in 
the Public Ways. 


D. Lease. Grantee shail not lease 
or sublease any portion of its 
Electric System within the 
Township to a person who by law is 
required lo obtain the Grantor's 
permission or consent to transac- 
tion of business in the Township 
and to whom such permission or 
consent has not yet been granted. 


Section 2. mare ‘ion: Costs: 


A. In consideration of the rights, 
power and authority granted by the 
Grantor, Grantee shall Faithfully 
perform all duties required by the 
terms of this Ordinance. 


B. In further consideration of the 
rights, power and authority granted 
by the Grantor, Grantee agrees {o 
compensate the Grantor: (1) for 
the amount of ifs actual expenses 
incurred by the Grantor in the draft- 
ing and preparation of this 
Ordinance, including reasonable 
actual attorney fees, and (2) for the 
amount of its actual expenses 
resulting from the process of 
adopting this ordinance. This fran- 
chise shall not become effective 
until all costs have been paid to 
Grantor. 


C. Grantee agrees to abide by any 
future ordinance(s) of the Grantor, 
if and when formally adopted. The 
Grantor shall notify Grantee within 
sixty (60) days of the formal adop- 
tion of such an ordinance, by the 
Grantor.

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Electric System shall not unduly 
burden or interfere with the present 
or future use of any of the Public 
Ways within the Township. Grantee 
shall erect and maintain its Electric 
System so as to cause minimum 
interference with the use of the 
Public Ways and with the rights or 
reasonable convenience of proper- 
ty owners. No Public Way shall be 
obstructed longer than necessary 
during the work of construction or 
repair to the Electric System. 
Grantee’s cable, wires, structures 
and equipment shall be suspended 
or buried so as to not endanger or 
injure persons or property in the 
Public Ways. If the Grantor in its 
reasonable judgment determines 
that any portion of the Electric 
System constitutes an undue bur- 
den or interference, Grantee at its 
expense shall modify its Electric 
System or take such other actions 
as the Grantor may determine is in 
the public interest to remove or 
alleviate ithe burden, and the 
Grantee shall do so within the time 
period established by the Grantor. 


B. Restoration of Public Ways. 
Grantee and its contractors and 
subcontractors shall immediately 
restore, at Grantee's sole cost and 
expense and in a manner 
approved by the Grantor, any por- 
tion of the Public Ways that is in 
any way disturbed, damaged, or 
injured by the construction, opera- 
tion, maintenance or removal of 
the Electric System to as good or 
better condition than that which 
existed prior to the disturbance. In 
the event that Grantee, its contrac- 
tor or subcontractors fail to make 
such repair within the time speci- 
fied by the Grantor, the Grantor 
shall be entitled to complete the 
repair and Grantee shall pay the 
costs of the Grantor for such repair. 


C. Easements. Any easements 
over or under private property nec- 
essary for the construction or oper- 
ation of the Electric System shall 
be arranged and paid for by 
Grantee. Any use or intrusion on 
private property without an ease- 
ment or other instrument evidenc- 
ing permission of the property 
owner shall constitute a trespass 
by Grantee and a violation of this 
Ordinance. Any easements over or 
under property owned by the 
Grantor other than the Public Ways 
shall be separately negotiated with 
the Grantor.

Expenses. The Grantor shall 
promplly notify Grantee of the 
making of any claim or the com- 
mence of any actions suit or other 
proceeding covered by the provi- 
sions of this Section. Nothing here- 
in shall be deemed to prevent the 
Grantor from cooperating with 
Grantee and participating in the 
defense of any litigation by 
Grantor’s own counsel. Grantee 
shall pay all expenses incurred by 
Grantor in defending itself with 
regard to any such actions, suits or 
proceedings. These expenses 
shall include ali out-of-pocket 
expenses such as attorney fees 
and shall also include the reason- 
able value of any services ren- 
dered by or on behalf of the 
Grantor's attorney, and the actual 
expenses of Grantor’s agents, 
employees or expert witnesses, 
and disbursements and liability 
assumed by Grantor in connection 
with such suils, actions or proceed- 
ings. 


Section 5. Insurance. 


Grantee shall obtain and maintain 
in full force and effect insurance 
covering all insurable risks associ- 
ated with its exercise of the rights 
granted by this Ordinance, includ- 
ing Comprehensive and General 
Liability Insurance. Grantee shall 
provide thirty (30) days written 
notice to the Township prior to sub- 
stantively amending any insurance 
policy such as to affect this 
Agreement. If so requested by the 
Township, Grantee shall provide 
the Township with a certificate of 
insurance evidencing such cover- 
age and maintain a current certifi- 
cate on file with the Township. 


The Grantor shall be named as an 
additional insured in alf applicable 
insurance policies. Grantee agrees 
to indemnify and hold harmless the 
Grantor from and against the pay- 
ment of any deductible and from 
the payment of any premium on 
any insurance policy required to be 
furnished by this Ordinance.

pimples appear within 12 hours, and 
may develop into small blisters 
sometimes accompanied by general 
swelling. The blisters caused by 
swimmer’s itch are not contagious. 
Itching may last up to a week or 
more, but will gradually go away.

An effective means of minimiz- 
ing swimmer’s itch is rubbing the 
body briskly with a towel immedi- 
ately after emerging from the water.

Because swimmer’s itch is caused 
by an allergic reaction to infection, 
the more often you swim or wade in 
infested water, the more likely you 
are to develop more serious symp- 
toms, The greater the number of 
exposures to infested water, the 
more intense and immediate the 
symptoms of swimmer’s itch will 
be. 

Here are some things you can do 
to reduce your risk of contracting 
swimmer’s itch: 

* Avoid swimming in areas where 
swimmer’s itch is a known problem 

* Avoid swimming near or wading 
in marshy areas where snails are 
commonly found 

* Towel dry or shower immediate- 
ly after leaving the water 

* Do not attract birds (by feeding 
them) to areas where people are 
swimming 

Usually by end of July or early 
August swimmer’s itch has run its 
course for the season, putting an end 
to the problem for another summer.
